HAT has become of the Free Bridge?” asks 

St. Louis. 

“I regret to report,” answers City Hall of- 
ficialdom.. a 

-That is not all the answer, byt it tells the story. 
The rest has value to those who would learn how 
not to do things; who would know how infinite are 
the possibilities of plausible excuse for inaction. It 
shows the “slow and careful’’ method extended to 
public business, with dts operators chiefly careful to 
be slow. 

It is four years since business organizations began 
agitating the Free Bridge as a relief from the Bridge 
Trust's exactions. dt is two years and more than 
two months since the people voted (51,984 to 6483) to 
issue $3,600,000 of bonds to build such a bridge. ° 

Speeches enough to empty the dictionary have been 
made in behalf of the Free Bridge. Thousands of 
plates have been laid at banquets to advance it or to 
celebrate ita..auppased.progresg, Newspapers havé 
printed enough news and comment on the enterprise 
to paper a big West End ‘apattment house.

St. Louis business men decided half a dozen years 
ago that they had come to a bridge they must cross 
immediately. The Bridge Trust’s arbitrary charges 
Were keeping new industries away from St. Louis, 
and driving out those which were here. Manufac- 
turers were kept from competitive markets by the 
cost of getting materials to factories, and coal buy- 
ers found that the high rates destroyed the advan- 
tage of the nearness of Illinois’ mines. 

A free railroad and wagon bridge was the answer 
of business men to the problem. The World’s Fair 
over, they set about obtaining such a bridge. 

Dec. 2, 1904, the first resolution for the Free Bridge 
was passed by the Real Estate Exchange, Business 
organizations all over the city followed, and as a re- 
sult of conferences a biJl went to the Legislature 
for an enabling act, authorizing cities of 100,000 or 
more inhabitants, to’ build and operate bridges over 
navigable streams. The bill was passed. 


‘People Then Were Given an 
Opportunity for Its Approval 


The movement grew the following year, and all its 
advocates agreed to combine the bridge proposition 
with other public improvement plans for which it 
was proposed the city Should issue bonés. 

How to put this before the people was the ques- 
tion. Many bridge supporters, overestimating the 
strength of the opposition at the polls, demanded 
that the public pasa, by the “unit vote,” on all the 
proposals, including the bridge, together. 

There were weeks of argument on the legality of 
the “unit vote; then came the opinion of the city 
counselor, who has since been the court of last re- 
sort In more than one question bearing on the bridge 

He held that the unit vote would cloud the legality 
of the bond issue. The “ynjt yote”’ was dropped, aft- 
er the Assembly disagreed on it, in the fall of 196, 
and bridge advocates centered their efforts on putting 
the bond measure in a form where the Mayor must 
sign or veto it all. , 

HE bill passed by the Assembly March 27, 1906, 
was in this form.

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Free Bridge was unique in the record of St. Louis 
elections. By vote of more than seven-eights of the 
58,467 who went to the polls, it was decreed that 8t.

The public took this decree as meaning what it 
said. No one expected the bridge to spring up over 
night, Everyone realized that a site had to be se- 
lected and other formalities gone through. 

One of the formalities was getting the approval of 
Congress. Here, too, it was important to get the 
right kind of a bill passed. The first measure intro- 
duced gave the city the right to bridge the Mississip- 
pi. As to the east end of the bridge, nothing was 
said. If Illinois objected to a landing on its soil, the 
bridge might come to a stop in midstream.

President Signs Measure 10 
' Days After Popular Vote 


So, affer the House of Representatives had passed 
the bill, it was amended in the Senate to include 
the right of eminent domain, and with this clause, 
was signed by President Roosevelt June 22, 10 days 
after the voters of St. Louis had decided the ques- 
tion. Victory number three for the bridge. 

This was promptness indeed, and the Free Bridge 
began to leok so near that one could almost. see 
trains coming In over it. 

There woukl be a fight over location, everyone an- 
ticipated, but with that settled, the dirt would begin 
to fly and the catfish out in the river would have to. 
dodge caisson workers. 

But the next stop did not come soon enough to suit 
the men who had worked for the bridge, and after 
waiting three months for some action toward bridge- 
building, the United Free Bridge Committee presented 
a bill naming a commission of five men to have 
charge of the erection of the bridge. The men named 
were Arthur B. Barret, A. D. Brown, E. J. McCul- 
len, Leo Rassieur and J. F. O. Reller. 

The Council Ways and Means Committee killed the 
bill Oct. 19, 1906, because it proposed to take the ap- 
pointing power away from the Mayor. The bridge 
workers protested, and it was seen at the City Hall 
that the time was not a favorable one for any more 
measures against the Free Bridge. 

HERE was an election in the fall of 1906, and 
along about election day all City Hall official- 
dem was the friend of the Free Bridge. Nov. 

2, which happened to be only four days before the 
election, Mayor Wells sent a message to the As- 
sembly advising them of the quickest way to select a 
site, namely, by a joint committee of Council and 
House.

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Aug. 15.—The 
naive confession in a divorce petition 


filed in the local court’ ghis week by 
Charles B. Aldrich, hero of many a 
University of Chattanooga football 
game, an athlete of interscholastic fame, 
actor and favorite nephew of Senator 
Nelson W. Aldrich of Rhode !seland, has 
robbed this society and matinee favorite 
of much of the halo settled upon him by 
his™many admirers.

Since thus shedding his heroic role, 
Mr. Aldrich has not been in Chattanooga 
and it is considered doubtful if he re- 
turns except for the hearing of the case 
in October. Before the filing of this 
suit, it was his announced intention to 
Feturn and complete his law course, as 
he . failed to receive a diploma last 
Spring, owing to the interruption of his 
studiés by the ardent courtship of Miss 
Ridgeway while she wasy playing half- 
Week stands on the Southern circuit.

The story of young Aldrich’s career 
for the past four years reads like a ro- 
mance. He ig the nephew of an indul- 
gent and wealthy United States Senator 
who saw to it that he was never with- 
dut funds. For three seasons he had a 
leading part in a road company playing 
“The Land of Nod,” and In the summer 
he did a singing and monologue stunt on 
® Vaudeville circuit. His early life had 
been spent in a superior Eastern pre- 
paratory school, and his education had 
been well looked after. He was of strong, 
athletic puild, a remarkably ffie™ look- 
img man, and a genera! favorite with all 
who knew him. 

‘Last September young Aldrich entered 
the Law Department of the University 
of Chattanooga. His stage experience, 
polished mianners, handsome face and 
winning ways soon won him a firm 
place in: Chattanogga's younger society 
set. He had not been in the city two 
months until.hbe was the most talked of 
university man in the city, and was a 
leading member -.of the Cotillion and 
ther social organizations. He was one

CALGARY, Northwest Territory, Aug. 
15.—Refugees who have reached Calgary 
threugh ile fire-swept timber lands of 
the Nerth relate many stories of mar- 
velous escapes from the flames that 
wiped out thriving towns in a night, 
ruined millions of feet of timber and 
cost scores of lives. 

None, perhaps, is more thrilling than 
that of the successful race with death 
made en a special train by the women 
and children of the little tewn of Fernie.

who, with her baby and her sister, Miss 
Maud Holman, has just arrived here. 

‘The fire that was raging in the bush 
had been threatening the town fer sev- 
eral days,” said Mrs. Crossman. ‘“Fin- 
ally, one evening, Mr. Crossman came 
running home te tell uc that we must 
flee. The town, he said, was practically 
surrounded by fire, and paris of it were 
already in flames. 

“He ordered my sister and me te 
hasten to a fireproof warehouse, where 
he thought we would be safe. Miss Hol- 
man hastily collected a few clothes and 
I grabbed the baby. Then, under Mr. 
Crossman’s escort, we hurried to the 
warehouse.

The new Coliseum will have a seating 
capacity of between 13,000 and 14,000— 
the largest in the entire country. The 
Chicago Coliseum has a seating ca- 
‘pacity of but 8500, while Madison Square 
Garden, New York, seats but 6700. 

The Coliseum has a frontage of 208 feet 
on Washington avenue and 291 feet on 
Jefferson avenue. It will be three 
stories high, its greatest height being 
70 feet. The walis facing Jefferson ave- 
nue, Washington avenue and Locust 
street will be of mottled granite brick, 
with the terra cotta and stone trim- 
mings. Steel and reinforced concrete 
are used in the interior construction and 
the building will be fireproof through- 
out. 

The main entrance will be on Wash- 
ington avenue, with dimensions of 68x23 
Yeet. The entrante will be walled with 
Italian marble and decorated with orna- 
mental plaster.

The violent outbreak of race antagonism 
Springfield, IIl., ‘draws attention once more to a 
most dangerous evil, which is not sectional but

exerted themselves with courage and intelligence,, 
but the explosion was so unexpected that the 
mischief was well under way before the public 
force could be brought into action. It was one 
of the worst, if not the worst, racé riots that 
ever disgraced the country, and the disgrace is 
the more humiliating in that the outrages were 
perpetrated under the very shadow of, Lincoln’s 
tomb. ; 

A poison of lawless hate that festers in all parts 
of the body politic, breaking out in the North. as 
in the South and in all places attended with the 
same incidents of ferocity, is a matter of general 
concern and cannot be. got rid of by any super- 
ficial palliative, but by a remedy which will have 
general application and purge the social system 
itself of the hateful thing. : 

Of course, the offenses which lead to these out- 
breaks should be punished, but they should be 
punished by process of law. The courts should 
be prompt and energetic to facilitate the prosecu- 
tion of the men, white or black, who tommit or 
attempt to commit the hideous.crime. But it is 
evident that this crime is the occasion only, not 
the cause, of race riot and wholesale killing. The 
mob goes beyond the solitary offender and makes 
war on all who wear a black skin, in a spirit of 
indiscriminate, crazy hate and revenge which 
confuses the innocent with the guilty and in the 
blindness of its passion visits cruel torture upon 
all alike. This spirit is a fuel always prepared 
and laid, ready to break out in the fire of mob- 
ocracy whenever the torch is applied in the act

people as among the whites. To punish him is 
the duty of the police and the courts. But such

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| THE STRIKING VALUE OF PURE MILK. 

“Milk Pasteurization an Economic and Social 
Duty” is the subject of a recent address by 
Nathan Straus before the students of politica) 
economy in the University of Heidelberg. In this 
he presented some striking compilations of facts, 
accompanied by forceful generalizations. 

‘Milk that favors the growth of noxious bacteria 
he shows to be the chief cause of the infant death 
rate, and he points to statistics indicating that 
150,000 babies die every year in the United 


‘| Btates from causes related to impure milk, which 


is a special breeder of tuberculosis. He quotes 
Von Behring: “The milk fed to infants is the 
chief source of -" “The fatal effects, 
then, are not measured by infant mortality alone. 

There are often more bacteria in a drop of 
milk than Ina drop of sewage, he declares; and, 
“I, for my part, look forward to a time when the 
whole milk supply will be. pasteurized free of 
charge by the town, just as at present the town 
undertakes the supply of gas, water, etc,” 

“Ryery modern economist,” says Mr. Straus, 
“no matter what view he might take of the pop- 
ulation question, would admit the obligation of 
society to preserve the lives of-all its members.

Saving the babies by the pasteurization of 
milk, which work’ was introduced in St. Louis 
under Mr. Straus’ direction and has been car- 
ried on by the public through the agency of the 
Pure Milk Commission and the Post-Dispatch, has 
been attended by the best of results. The infant 
death rate has been cut down by great percent- 
ages, and the work hag possessed the value of 
a wide-reaching example as well as a direct and 
immediate saving of life. It is demonstrated that 
pure milk will save the lives of infants, and the 
demonstration of the value of absolutely pure 
milk must have its effect upon the community at 
large, upon Government and upon commerce. 
An expedition is setting out from The Hague 
to quell Castro.

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DOOM OF THE STAND-PATTER. 

The movement in the West which is retiring 
certain Republican United States senators Is in- 
spired more by honesty than by radicalism and 
more by true conservatism than by any other 
sentiment whatever. ¢ 

There is a Western radicalism, not obtrusive 
at this time, which is partial to violence in poll- 
tics and legislation, but the sentiment now mak- 
ing itself felt in the Senate @s another origin. 
It is in the main a protest. against that species 
of counterfeit conservatism which, blind and deaf 
so far as great public. wrongs are concerned, 
can only parrot the Hannaism, “Let well enongh 
alone.” 

The West is comparatively new and it is natu- 
rally progressive. Its interests are largely agri- 
cultural. Circumstances have made it Republi- 
can in its political affiliations, but there are 
Republican doctrines which it holds lightly and 
would be glad to reject if the opportunity pre- 
sented itself. 

While the West has voted for the stand-patters 
more than once, it has done so only as a choice 
of evils. Supporting the policy at the polls, it has 
marked its own too-fervent stand-patters for dis- 
cipline or destruction. If there had been a sound 
and vigorous opposition party in that section 
Republican senatorial heads would long ago have 
begun to fall. Instead of displacing one Repub- 
lican with another, real Democrats would have 
been chosen. Thus opposition would have ad- 
monished those in power and given eloquent ex- 
pression to the popular will. 

It is a mistake to describe the existing aver- 
sion to the stand-patters as radicalism. The 
stand-patters made a sordid plea. In effect they 
told Americans who had a few coins in their 
pockets and knew where their next dinner was 
to be had that they must thank God that power 
and privilege had spared them so much. Under 
that false cry wrongs.almost unimaginable were 
inflicted upon the people. In response to that 
false cry came the frenzied financiers, the insur- 
ance looters, the railroad exploiters, the eager 
plutocrats of the tariff and the hordes of jingoes 
and spendthrifts. 

Like other sections of the country the West 
has not relished the spectacle. It has not ap- 
proved of the zeal with which its own representa- 
tives have supported the new regime. In stand- 
ing pat once, or even twice, it did not intend to 
surrender unconditionally t} monopoly and greed. 
The Republican senators who willingly lent them- 
selves to the degrading service of selfish interests 
have only themselves to-blame for the disfavor 
which has been visited upon them. 
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Mr. Taft’s religious beliefs are up again. An 
Indiana man is quoted as saying that the people 
of the West do not approve Unitarianism. They 
prefer Methodism or Presbyterianism, and will 
be inclined to vote against the Republican on 
that ground. He is either a fanatic or a fool. 
There are not a dozen persons in the West who 
care what a candidate’s religious beliefs are, so 
long as he is a sane, honest, patriotic man. Poli- 
tics and religion can’t be made to mix in this 


country. 
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CONQUERING YANKEE NOTIONS. 

Mr. D. P. Kingsley, president of the New York 
Life Insurance Co., who has just returned from 
Europe, reports a very friendly feeling in the old 
world for America and American ideas. 

“In every considerable city,” says Mr. Kings- 
ley, “there are handsome plants offering, suc- 
cessfully, American shoes, typewriters, plows, 
reapers and.all kinds of agricultural implements, 
American sewing machines and American life in- 
surance.” 

It is an interesting development. Until the 
close of the Civil War American ideas were the 
objects of aversion and animosity in Europe. They 
excited frank disgust among the better classes of 
society, who shuddered at the thought of the 
possible influence of such ideas upon the masses, 
the agricultural laborers, the city workingmen 
and the unprivileged classes generally. American 
ideas were to them what socialistic, anarchistic or 
Mormon ideas are today—destructive, revolution- 
ary, ruinous to all the fruitful ideals of humanity. 

It is noticeable that the American {deas which 
find favor among the Buropeans of the twentieth 
century are all economic ideas. The fright pro- 
duced by the growth of the great republic was 
due to the political ideas of Washington, Jeffer- 
son and Jackson. But these appear to be forgot- 
ten or neglected. Perhaps it is because they 
have already profoundly modified European insti- 
tutions and are found to be, on the whole, bene- 
ficial even *to ,the privileged classes themselves. 

Be that as it may, the people of Europe have 
discovered that American economic ideas—what 
used to be called Yankee notions—are useful ideas, 
some of them indispensable to all emg and all 

f them helpful to an orderly, peaceful progress, 
bein oet nn ideas of American political democ- 
racy are ever accepted by the old world or not, 
the ideas of our economic democracy find a warm 
welcome and will probably be domesticated and 
naturalized. 

It is a quite natural manifestation of human 
nature. Political ideas are largely speculative; 
they do not become convincing until they prove 
their worth by long trial. But an economic 
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is another matter; it pays. And any intelligent 
man can see at a glance that it pays. 

Public interest nowadays is economic, not po- 
litical. The problems of political democracy are 
pretty well solved, the task of the twentieth cen- 
tury being to apply the solutions to the new eco- 
nomic conditions. In this task the people of 
Europe will have a share larger than was theirs 
in the political problems of the nineteenth cen- 
tury.

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THE FARMERS’ STORE, 

Secretary .of Agriculture Wilson says that the 
farmers have added $53,000,000,000 to the wealth 
of this country during the past nine years.

But this enormous economic interest, bigger 
than steel, oil or sugar, has no voice above a 
plaintive whisper now and then in the political 
policy of the National Government.

The bitterest 
opponefits of Folk are men whose existence and im- 
portance is dve to their success in preying upon the 
community in large ways or small. There is not an 
interest in the State of Missour] that ig engaged in 
controlling legislation to the end that it shall not pro- 
tect the people's rights that isn’t oppoged to Folk in 
his race for Senator. 

All the vermin of boodle that Folk uncoverea when 
he exposed their place of shelter are still venomous 
against the Governor, but it would be a mistake to 
suppose that all the foes of Folk are ‘‘rough necks” 
or “low brows.” Some of the flercest Folk-phobes 
are nice people—even nice women, whose set in St. 
Louis has been smirched by some of his exposures, 
or whose allowance is shorter because Folk cut off 
some graft or profits of their lords. Every influence 
in the State that can be regarded ag inimical! to the 
public welfare is lined up against Folk, But the 
tens of thousands of voters who stand for the other 
side of the picture are for him. The anti-Folkites 
are not so numerous as the people who belfeve that 
Folk has done his duty and executed the laws. 
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300,000,000,000 BEES AT WORK. 
From the Technical World. . 


Three hundred billion bees made enough honey last 
year to fill a train of cars long enough to reach from 
New York to Buffalo. At the low wholesale rate of 
19 cents a pound it Was worth $25,000,000, and if the 
700,000 bee keepers of the country had worked as in- 
dustriously and skilfully as did the bees the weight 
of the output would have been thre times as great 
and the value $75,000,000. 

Not only did the little workers contribute that vast 
supply of a pure and delicious food product to the 
nation, but as they made it they treated it antixep- 
tically with formic acid, thus preventing impurities 
or decay. 

In one year the beehives sent to market a product 
worth nearly as much as the barley ¢rop. three times 
as much as the buckwheat crop, $6,000,000 greater 
than the rye crop and nearly $9.000,000 greater than 
the rice crep. All of the rice and buckwheat grown 
on an aggregated area of 2.1261-3 square miles did 
not reach to the value of the honey by $151,289.

neath which my name, as cartoonist, was frequently 
signed during the ante-convention skirmishes. Mr. 
Bryan was not slow to speak of a famous prairie 
schooner with its ‘‘Pike’s Peak or Bust’ sign, which, 
with many misadventures, slowly wended its way 
across the barren plains to its ultimate goal. 

‘And now,” said the great Commoner, with a merry 
twinkling eye, “I want you to print me a map with 
all the states white that voted for me in the conven- 
tion; and beneath it, for a caption, print—How many 
will he carry in November?” So upon this page is the 
new ‘‘Map of Bryanism,’’ amended in accordance with 
Mr. Bryan’s suggestion. 

In reply to an inquiry’as to Mr. Bryan’s preferences 
in the matter of literature, he said to me that he 
most enjoyed constructive history, governmental 
treatises and biography. His multiple duties allow 
him but scant time for lighter reading, he told me. 
When he does find time to indulge himself in works 
of fiction, however, he turns to the immortal char-

acter builder, Charles Dickens. 
is Mr. Bryan's favorite novel.

breasted animal. Mrs. Bryan is also fond of riding, 
and frequently accompanies him in his gallops over 
the farm and through the streets of Liacoin. 

Mr. Bryan’s tastes are distinctly domestic. He is in 
love with his home and everything in it. And from 
the grinning lions flanking the entrance steps to the 
quaintly carved lignum-vitae camel upon the center 
table ¢f his study, almost all of its furnishings are 
reminiscent of his journeys abroad and at home. 

When we had finished our chat In his study Mr. 
Bryan led the way upstairs into the reception hall, 
where I had the pleasure of meeting Mrs. Bryan. 
was introduced as the man who had drawn the car- 
toon entitled ‘“‘Waiting,’’ which was published apropos 
of Mr. Bryan’s last homecoming from abroad. In all 
humility I approach a subject involving a mention of 
my own work; but Mrs. Bryan did me the honor of 
declaring that this was her favorite cartoon, the 
original of which is hanging upon the wall of the 
counting room of the Commoner office. She liked it. 
phe said, because of that which bad been eliminated,

I took my leave of Fairview with the most pleasant 
impressions of its hospitable, homelike atmosphere. 
Its name is admirably chosen. It is, indeed, a fair 
view from the red and white house roofed with green, 
Verdant hills and valleys sweep away from it to the 
far horizon at every point of the compass. Fields of 
alfalfa and grain are marked out in great squares 
as far as the eye can reach. Itis a beautiful corner of 
the world that the great Commoner has chosen for 
the site of his home. 

Upén the afternoon following my visit to Fair- 
view I met Mr. Bryan at the Burlington station in 
Lincoln. I had been invited to join his party there

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and board a train for Chicago, where the chairman 


. of the National Democratic Committee was to be se- 


lected. I was glad of the opportunity to observe a 
presidential candidate in action, the first I bad ever 
enjoyed. 
At every step of the train delegates headed by the 
Mayor or oldest citizen were. waiting at the track’s 
side to greet Mr. Bryan. There would be much hand- 
shaking, a few words from the candidate, a rousing 
salvo of cheers from the populace, which could be 
faintly heard even after the iron wheels of the flying 
train had obliterated the friendly gatherings in a 
cloud of gray dust. 
In the smoking compartment of the car upon which 
the candidate was riding, 
a busy corps of newspa- 
per representatives were 
writing down his brief 
speeches, to be filed later 
at some telegraph station . 
along the line of travel. 
The tremendous power of 
the telegraph and the 
press was here most forcl- 
bly exemplified. Picture 
one of these sparse gath- 
erings of farmers and 
village shopkeepers, ac- 
companied in most in- 
stances by wives and chil- 
dren. Imagine a bonfire 
at the side of the rail- 
road, horses with spring 
wagons and buckboards 
made fast to the fences 
along the right-of-way, 
and a country ~ village 
band, with each sweating 
player blowing out ‘Hail 
to the Chief’ (in a mul- 
tiplicity of discordant 
keys). 

Mr. Bryan talking 
quietly to these simple 
folk, through the medium 
of the telegraph and the 
press, was thundering 
over the breadth of the 
great United States. 

At Omaha, where we 
stopped 20 minites there 

was 4 great crowd at the station to greet Mr. Bryan. 
Through a pleasant coincidence Mr. John Sharp Wil- 
liams of Mississippi was there to shake Mr. Bryan's 
hand and introduce the Democratic nominee to the 
citizens of Omaha. It was an enthusiastic gathering 
that listened attentively to the two men addressing 
them from. the vanage-point of a baggage truck. 

There was another speech at Hastings and one at 
Red Oak. At Creston the newspaper men announced 
to Mr. Bryan that they had sent despatches to their 
papers putting him officially to bed. The speech- 
making being thus ended for that night, Mr. Bryan 
joined us in the smoking compartment for a while, 
trading stories and humorous campaign experiences 
there with the knights of the pencil. 

One story of Mr. Bryan's, which he first told at 
the last Gridiron Club dinner in Washington, is well 
worth repeating here.

early. 

When a boy of 7, with two other little 
fellows, neither of whom could swim, he 
Went out to the creek for a plunge one 
July morning. The current swept John 
into deep water. “Twice he had gone 
down as bis little companions called for 
help, when he blindly grabbed at a2 
floating rail. It proved his savior, and 
he was dragged to shore bya fisher- 
man a quarter of a mile Gownetream 
more dead than alive. 

When He Lost a Foot. 

Nothing out of the ordinary happened 
in the way of accidents until three years 
iater.

Companion Says Daunisek 
Confessed to Killing Nor- 
mandy Woman. 








Charles Daunisch, a quarry worker, 32 
years old, is held at the Soulard Street 
Police Station as a suspect in two mur- 
der mysteries. He is accused by a for- 
mer companion of having confessed to 
the murder of Mrs. Henrietta Laumann 
at Normandy, Mo., in September, 1903, 
and on circumstantial evidence he is 
suspected of having killed Julius Kuhl- 
man, a saloon keeper at Spanish Lake, 
Mo. Both tragedies occurred within two 
weeks. 

Mrs. Laumann, the wife of a prominent 
citizen of Normandy, was robbed and 
then shot to death at night while she 
was on her way from a car on the 
Florisant division of the Suburban Rail- 
way to her home, about three-quarters 
of a mile away. 

Negro, Fearing Mob, Hanged Himael., 

A negro, arrested on suspicion, hanged 
himself when a crowd, attracted by a 
fire, gathered about the Jail in Clayton. 
No further arrests were made. 

Kuhiman, the saloon keeper, was shot 
and killed in his home at night. The 
mystery of his death was never cleared. 
Daunisch’s arrest was the result of 
statements made to Lieut. Singleton of 
the Third District by Max Bettag, who 
says he has no home, while he was 
locked up on @ charge of drunkenness. 
When Bettag was arrested Monday 
night he volunteered the information 
that he could clear up a murder mystery 
that had never been solved by the po- 
lice. He made a full statement the fol- 
lowing morning. 

According to Bettag’s stery he and 
Daunisch were together in Falling 
Springs, near East St. Louis, two days 
after Mrs. Laumann was killed. Daun- 
isch’s face and hands were scratched 
and when he was asked for an expla- 
nation, Bettag declares, he and a com- 
panion had killed Mrs. Laumann, after 
taking her jewelry. 

Henry Recker, a Spanish Lake farm- 
er, told Lieut. Singleton Saturday that 
he had been with Daunisch in Spanish 
Lake the night before Kuhiman was 
murdered. He said Kuhlman had re- 
fused to sell drinks to Daunisch on cred- 
it, a nd- declared that Daunisch had 
threatened to “get even.”’ He said 
Daunisch disappeared from Spanish 
Lake after the tragedy. 

The prisoner denies that he confessed 
to Bettag, and fays he never knew 
Recker. Henry Mueller, a nephew of 
the slain saloonkeeper, will endeavor to 
identify the suspect Monday. He was 
an eyewitness of the murder. 

Daunisch was arrested at a quarry of 
the Third District. They say he will be 
turned over to the St. Louls County au- 
thorities.

Yesterday WAS the hottest day of the 
year. If you were born in 1908, it was 
the hottest day you ever saw, 

Up to the time the mercury in your 
porch thermometer crawled over the 
transom at 3 p. m. Saturday, there was 
a certain day in June that stood out 
proudly as the warmest proposition on 
the weather records. It achieved 92.2 
degrees in the shade, wherever that is. 

That Was the day when the man who 
runs the weather from his office in the 
Chemical Building took off his collar, 
tied a handkerchief around his neck 
and telephoned the Weather Bird that 
June 21 would be the longest day in 
the year because it also was the hottest. 

Yesterday made June 21 look like % 
hours in the Artic circle when there is 
an eclipse of the sun. 

It was too hot for the Bureau to 
figure the fractions. In round numbers, 
9% degrees was the record at 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon. That’s four degrees 
hetter than the hottest day. 

Weather Man Really Cool, 

Here are the official thermometer 
readings as compiled in the weather 
bureau’s office, where it was as cool 
Saturday as it was hot anywhere else:

the day, humidity came on the job. It 
proceeded to cook up a night that has 
had no parallel in St. Louis sum- 
mer.

House Would Pass Measure, 
But Chairman Brennan 
Delays. 





NO, VOTE SINCE MAY 12 





Combine Members of Com- 
mittee Not Disposed to 
Action. 





Refusing to give any satisfactory rea- 
son for their inaction on the natural gas 
bill, Chairman W. J. Brennan and other 
members of the Pudlic Improvements 
Committee of the House of Delegates 
have withheld the measure from a vote 
since May 12. Only one public hearing 
has been granted, and on that occasion 
not one of the dozen representatives of 
mercantile and civic organizations 
present objected to any of the Dill’s 
provisions. 
At that time, however, a list of 22 
questions which it was understood, had 
been prepared -y an attorney for the 
Laclede Gas Light Co., were asked of 
Attorney George V. Reynolds and James 
0. Rodgers, one of the capitalists behind 
the new company. They were answered 
to the satisfaction of the business men 
at the hearing. 
Chairman Brennan of the committee 
and every member who helped him to 
conduct the hearing denied that the in- 
terrogations had been framed by the 
Lacjede company, but declined to say 
who had prepared them. The ques- 
tions, however, were almost identical 
with some which were read by Council- 
man Norvell when the bill was in his 
branch of the Assembly. Mr. Norvell 
then announced that the catechism was 
the work of the Laclede company. 

A Good Measure. 
At least three times Chairman W. J. 
Brennan of the Puwbdlic Improvements 
Committee has told a reporter for the 
Post-Dispatch that he regarded the bill 
as a good measure. Brennan now says 
that he cannot obtain the consent of 
other members of the committee to re- 
port it. 
In the course of the bill’s delay in the 
House of Delegates, Brennan and his 
associates on the committee have re- 
sorted to various excuses for their fail- 
ure to let the bill go to a vote. 
These delegates announced 
bill ought to be amended so as to pro- 
vide that the new company’s bond of 
$250,000 should be furnished within 
days, instead of six months, after the 
granting of the franchise. Attorney 
Reynolds offered no objection to that 
change, but it has not been made. 
Delegate ‘Cap.’ Troll, @’member of 
the Public Improvement *# committee, 
then urged a delay of ten days in the 
course of which, he said, there would 
b2 another application for a franchise 
in behalf of Southwestern capitalists 
who wanted to pipe gas to St. Louis. 
Nearly two months have passed since 
the expiration of that lease of ten days, 
but no individual or company has ap- 
peared to verify Troll’s statement. 


Statement Not Facts. 

Chairman Brennan’s explanation that 
he cannot get members of the Public 
Improvements together is not a fact, 
so far as the last six weeks are con- 
cerned. Ever since the attempt was 
made to reorganize the House of Dele- 
gates, more than a month ago, every 
member of the combine, from which, 
with but one exception, the committee 
is recruited, has been at the House of 
Delegates at least once a week. In 
fact, several hearings, notably one on 
the bill authorizing the purchase of 
the Fair Grounds, have been conducted 
by the public improvements committee. 

Except for the amendment reducing 
the period in which the new concern 
shall file its bond to guarantee fulfill- 
ment of all its obligations under the 
franchise, it is not believed that there 
is need of any further alierations. 
Radical Amendments. 

in the City Council the bil! 
underwent radical amendments, which 
were suggested by members of the 
Board of Public Improvements,’ the 
Supervisor of City Lighting, the City 
Counselor, Councilmen and outsiders. 

Included among these new provisions 
were one fixing the maximum price of 
natural gas at 35 cents, another exact- 
ing a bond of $250,000, a limitation of the 
term of the franchise to 3% years, with 
an option of purchase by the city, the 
fixing of 60 cents as the maximum for 
artificial @as if that should have to be 
supplied through the fallure of the nat- 
ural gas, a requirement that 1 per cent 
of the company’s gross receipts be paid 
into the city treasury semi-annually, 
and a stipulation that the work of lay- 
ine the mains shall begin at the pools 
within six months after the company 
files its bond, that at least 100 miles of 
pipes must be laid within one year after 
permission to excavate the streets bas 
been granted, and that service shall be 
ready for consumers along the line of 
those pipes within two years after the 
excavation is undertaken. 
Other provisions are that no deposit 
greater than an average month's. bill

Besides the two negroes who have been lynched, the first early today, two 
white men were killed. They are John Caldwell, who died today from a wound 
inythe stomach, inflicted by a militiaman’s rifle at the scene of the first lynch- 
ing, and Louis Johnson, whose body was found in Loper’s restaurant after riot- 
ers had wrecked the place last night.

Circuitous Route 
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COMPLETE STORY OF RIOT 
CAUSING DEATH AND RUIN 


ERE, is the complcte story of the rioting Friday night, written by 
a Post-Dispatch staff correspondent on the ground: 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Aug. 15.—Like a very small cloud, lazily floating 
across the sky, was the beginning of the demonstration which terribly 
avenged the killing of Clergy A. Ballard by the negro, Lee James, and the 
assault on Mrs. Earl Hallam by another negro, whom she identified as 
George Richardson. 

At noon Friday small groups of men stood on the street corners in the 
neighborhood of the city Jail at Sixth and East Madison streets. 

In the main they were unemployed men, whose homes were on the border- 
land of that section of Springfield known as the Black Belt. They were idle 
men with nothing to occupy their minds but idle gossip. 

VISITS TO SALOONS ARE NUMEROUS. 

They shook their heads and told each other that somthing should be done 
to teach the negro that he could not with impunity commit crimes like those 
with which the two prisoners in the Jail were charged. 

It was not until late in the afternoon, when there had been many visits 
to the saloons, that the groups began to merge with each other, each gathering 
becoming larger as the day wore on. 

At this stage there were no open threats of violence, but occasionally one 
of the men, lifting his voice above that of the others, would say: 

“They ought to be lynched.” 

This was overheard by deputy sheriffs, who circulated among the groups, 
and they told Sheriff Werner that trouble was threatened. The Sheriff, visibly 
nervous, surveyed the groups from the front porch of his home adjoining the 
Jail an@ at times paced up and down the sidewalk. 

The 6/o’clock whistles blew. The toilers of Springfield returned home 
from their work, and on their way they were told that “there was something 
doing” down at the Jail. They hurriedly ate their suppers and went to see 
what it was all about. They swelled the groups until they were groups no 
longer, but one large crowd of curious men. Some of them had their wives with 


them.

NO SHOW OF VIOLENCE AT 6 O’CLOCK, 
Even now, with a crowd blocking the streets surrounding the Jail, there 


was no show of violence. 
It is possible that if Sheriff Werner had not shown his fear of a lynching, 


by spiriting away the prisoners, the scenes of destruction and death which fol- 


lowed never would have occurred. 
No one had cried: “Let’s lynch them.” Only here and there had a voice 


been lifted: “They ought to be lynched.” The crowd had no leader. 
But Sheriff Werner took the expression of an opinion for a threat. He 


sent a messenger to Harry A, Loper, restaurant owner and former militia 

officer, asking him to lend his automobile to take the prisoners to Bloomington. 
; LOPER DRIVES AUTO BEARING NEGROES. 

Loper responded in person, and was at the wheel of the big touring car 

as it bore the negroes away while the crowd was diverted by a run of the fire 

apparatus in response to a preconcerted false alarm, sent in by the Sheriff. 
Nearly an hour later, when the crowd learned how: it had been fooled and 


how Loper had aided in taking the negroes away, @ man cried: 
~ “Let’s go and tell Loper, the nigger lover, what we think of him.” 


Man Who Shielded Negroes Enrages 
Mob When He Displays Rifle at Door 


At that time, apparently, there was little of the mob spirit. As the crowd 
walked the four blocks to Loper’s restaurant at Fifth and Monroe streets, 
there was no talk of murder. 

They swung into Fifth street from Adams street. In front of the restaurant 
stood the automobile. And in the doorway of the restaurant stood Harry T. 
Loper, former militia officer, WITH A RIFLE IN HIS HAND. 

Every eyewitness who has made a statement says that Loper took his 
position with his rifle when he heard that the crowd was coming and 
that he was there when the vanguard came around the corner. 

GIRL POINTS REVOLVER THROUGH WINDOW. 

A brick had worked loose from the street paving in front of the res- 
taurant. One in the crowd picked it up and hurled it at Loper. It 
missed him and crashed through the plate glass window. 

Miss Anna Atwood, cashier of the restaurant, pointed a 
through the break in the window. Roland Sturgis, a waiter, fired two re- 
volver shots from behind a coffee urn. 

The removal of the loosened brick made it easy to 
and 50 feet of the paving between the street car tracks was torn up 
and thrown, piece by piece, through the front of the restaurant. 

Revenge against Loper was still the crowd’s only thought. 

The angry men surged into the restaurant, forcing Loper and Miss Atwood 
to retreat and hide in the basement. 

From the center of the crowd a high-pitched voice sounded: 

“Tear up the place!”’ 

The crowd had found a leader. 

Its work of destructien was quick and thorough. Tables, chairs, counters, 
glassware were demolished. even the lath and plastering were torn from the 


walls. 
COMMAND TO BURN AUTO IS OBEYED. 

“Burn the automobile,” sounded the high-pitched voice. The human wave 
of destruction rolled back to the street. The wreckage of the restaurant was 
piled on the automobile. The gasoline tank was burst open with bricks and a 
lighted match was thrown into it. 

The crowd battled with the firemen te prevent them extinguishing the “bon- 
fire.’’ 

Slowly, the fire consumed itself after.the first flare of ignited gasoline. 
The flames died down and the embers glowed red and sullen like the waning

The men had shown Loper what they thought of him. Their work was 
done. They were dispersing. 

After the restaurant had been wrecked the body of Louis Johnson, 17 years | 
old, was found lying at the foot of the staircase leading to the basement. It 
was thought at first that he had been shot, but no bullet wound was found 
and physicians who examined the wound reported that apparently his windpipe 
had been severed by a piece of glass which flew when the windows were 
smashed. Johnson was not employed at the restaurant. 


REVOLVER SHOT BREAKS THE SILENCE. 

And then— 

Just when the night air was still for the first time in two hours, there 
was a revolver shot. The sound seemed to come from the north, four or five 
blocks away. 

The wavering crowd heard it distinctly. What did it mean? 

“‘Let’s see what it is,” cried the high, shrill voice. 

They formed in ragged line again and swung around the corner. 


Infiamed Crowd Loses Reason When - 
Negro Youth Shoots a White Man 


Three blocks up East Washington street they could see a black — on 
the brilliantly lighted sidewalk. 

“There’s a crowd there. Let’s see what’s the matter,” they said to hie 
other as they quickened their pace. 

They found out all too soon for the peace of Springfield, for that which 
had happened was the psychological thing that turned the crowd into a mob. 

Scott Burton, 17-year-old negro porter in a barber shop, had shot Jim 
Hayes, a white man. He accused Hayes of failing to pay for having his shoes 
shined. They quarreled, and the negro boy pulled his revolver, fired a bullet 
into the white man’s leg afd flea. 

It was the last straw. 

INFLAMED CROWD LOSES ITS REASON. 

Another negro had committed a crime, The crowd, already inflamed, lost 
its reason. 

From its center came the high shrill voice—a man’s voice that sounded al- 
most like a woman’s, but fliercer: 

“Let’s get a nigger. Let's get a nigger.’’ 

The response was instantaneous. 

Two men ran into a side street. 
from a new building. 

They used it as a battering ram to wreck the front of the barber shop where 
the shooting had occurred, The crowd pushed in through the broken glass and 
wrecked the furnishings. 

Three other stores in the same block, all owned by negroes, were similarly 
demolished. 

. When the destruction here was complete the crowd, as with one impulse, 
started for the “Black Belt.” On the way the rioters leoted pawnshops and 
second-hand stores, taking revolvers, rifles and cartridges. 


NEGRO’S SNEER REACHES MOB’S EARS. 


They were looking for Scott Burton, the negro boy who sbhet a white 
man. j 
“And ‘‘Let’s get a nigger, let’s geta nigger,’’ sang the high, shrill voice 
as they rushed along. Some of them knew that Burton lived near Twelfth 
and East Madison streets, but, when they reached there, their attention was 
diverted from the search. 

On the corner was a negro saloon, brilliantly It was filled with 
black men. 

Through the open door came snatches of a song. And came also the sound 
of a deep, bass voice with a note of sneering laughter in it: 

“Wall, de Sheriff he done fooled ’em dat time.’’ 

The two who carried the scantling rushed forward. Using it as a battering 
ram, they smashed the plate glass window. The negroes fled through the rear 
door. i 

SOME DRINK WHISKY AND GIN. 

Then some in the crowd drank of the cheap whisky and gin in the place. 

When they came out they brandished bottles in their hands and rushed down 
the street to the next corner, where there was another negro saloon. This 
they wrecked—and again many drank. 

After they had looted a third saloon, they were ready for anything. Scat- 
tering over four blocks of the Black Belt, they made fire brands of sticks and 
the branches of trees and rushed+hither and thither, setting fire to the frame 
homes of negroes. 


Negro Boy Beaten, Dragged Fifty 
Feet, Then Hanged to Dead Tree 


They would fire a fusillade into the front of the house, As the oc- 
cupants fled, members of the crowd would rush in, rip open a mattress, 
empty the oil from a lamp on it and set fire to it. 

Twenty-five houses in the four blocks were aflame at once and many 
of them were destroyed. 

Again the embers were smoldering and the crowd was about to dis- 
perse. As it neared Twelfth and East Madison streets the front door of a 
brick house opened and a negro boy cautiously thrust his head out and 
looked up and down the street. In the light of the burning pbuilding next 
door, his features were clearly outlined. 

“It’s Scott Burton,” yelled half a dozen in the crowd. “It’s the nigger 
that shot Jin: Hayes.” ! 

One leaped forward, grabbed the trembling boy by the neck and 
pulled him into the yard. 

He piteously cried for mercy, but his veice was soon stilled. He was beat- 
en with rifle stocks, revolver butts and fists until he sank, uncenscious. 


NEGRO BOY IS DRAGGED FIFTY FEET: 


One in the crewd brought @ repe. They tied it around his neck and dragged 
him 50 feet to the corner. A Man climbed a gaunt, dead tree and threw the 
loose end of the rope through a fork, 

Those belew caught it and pulled the inert form up, se that the feet dan- 
gled above the sidewalk. Another of the crowd climbed the tree again. They 
handed him a firebrand and he set fire to the gnarled top. 
| ‘The body was left there. 

The meb had “got a nigger.” 

The effert to burn the tree and the body of the boy failed. The fire flick- 
ered and went out. 

Too late to prevent the lynching, militie companies arrived at the corner 
ynder command of Col. R. J. Shand. He drdered the crowd to disperse. 

The next orders were short and sharp; 


They returned with a heavy scantling

Their night’s work was done. 
Before dawn Sheriff Werner had the body cut down. And when daylight 


came, men chopped down the tree, and men and women cut chips from it end 
carried them away as souvenirs. 

All througit the day Springfiled was outwardly quiet. By proclamation of 
the Mayor, the galoons were closed, but otherwise business went‘on as usual.

“The crowd which destroyed Loper's 
restaurant seemed to have formed on 
the Court House square. The block was 
almost deserted when they arrived. They 
filled the street for a block. For a time 
they contented themselves with shout- 
ing at Loper. They called him ‘nigger- 
lover,’ and. ‘nigger protector.’ 

“He did not reply to them. The first 
violence was the overturning of his au- 
tomobile. It was thrown bottom up on 
the sidewalk. Later it was thrown out 
into the street. Matches were cast at it 
until finally one ignited the gasoline. 

“The crowd would not let anybody put 
out the flames. Loper came to the door 
with an army gun in his hands. There 
were derisive shouts from the crowd, 
Somebody threw a piece of clod. Then 
they began to dig the paving bricks out 
of the street and the work of demolition 
was on in earnest. The militia did not 
arrive until after the damage had been 
done. 

‘The crowd was about the place about 
two and a half hours, Then they dis- 
persed of their own notion. The crowd 
was composed of boys and young men, 
laboring men and men of family. There 
were few hoodlums or drunkards. At 
first there were no women, but later 
there was a sprinkling of these.’’ 


“There must have been a crowd of 
4000 people about the Jail when the two 
negroes were spirited away at 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon,’”’ said G. A. Kikendal. 
“I wag in Becker’s shoe store, a block 
from the Jail, when the fire apparatus 
passed. It had been called out as a 
ruse to get the crowd away from the 
Jail. 

‘*The ruse was successful. 1n the mo- 
mentary diversion the negroes were 
rustled out into the alley and down to 
where Loper’s automobile was stand- 
ing at the mouth of the alley. As 
quickly as the maneuver was carried 
out it was none too quick. 

“The cry was raised that the negroes 
were being taken away. The crowd 
surged back toward the Jail. There 
Were cries of ‘Lynch the niggers.’ 

“Before the crowd could do any- 
thing, however, the negroes and depu- 
ties were in the automobile. Loper 
drove the machine through the crowd. 
They fell back to the right and the left, 
and then closed in behind and ran after 
the machine, but were soon left be- 
hind.”’

She certainly was 
mistaken when she identified me as her 
assailant, and I can explain her idep- 
tification of me only by the theory that 
all ‘all coons look alike’ to her. 

“I have always tried to conduct my- 
self in a manner that would compel 
the esteem of all people, especially the 
whites, because I have always realized 
that negroes were objects of suspicion 
with white people. I honestly believe 
that my white neighbors would give me 
a good reputation. 

Negro Is Confident. 

“I do not feel uneasy over the present 
difficulty in which I, find myself, and I 
feel sure that when the frenzy of a 
righteously indignant populace cools off, 
I shall have no difficulty in re-establish- 
ing myself as a good citizen in the eyes 
of the public. As soon as law prevails 
over riot I shall be glad to return to 
Springfield and show that I have not 
disgraced the trust placed in my race 
by Abraham Lincoln, whose home was 
in Springfield for many years.’’

NERVES ARE AFFECTED 





St. Louis Doctors Say That 
Nicotine Poisoning Will 
Cause Many Ills. 





The evils that have actually happened 
to cigarette smokers have been numer- 
ous and diversified, ranging all the way 
from heart failure to a bright green 
cuticle, but Philadelphia dispatches 
yesterday reported the latest cigarette 
trouble, a case of paralysis induced by 
the inhalation of cigarrette smoke. 

St. Louis physicians are united in 
agreeing that such a thing is possible, 
and probable, and several of them say 
that similar cases have come under their 
notice. 

Dr. W. C. G. Kirchner, superinten- 
dent of the City Hospital, said: 

“Cigarette smoking causes many ail- 
ments. I am not surprised at any 
deleterious physical results that follow 
their use. The inhalation of cigarette 
smoke could easily cause paralysis.» 

Nicotine Affects the Nerves. 

‘‘When a cigarette smoker inhales the 
fume from the ‘coffin nail,’ as some call 
them, it produces nicotine poisoning, and 
this affects the nerve centers. All of 
the organs of the body, those of loco- 
motion as well as those of sight and 
hearing, are governed by the nerves, 
and these nerves ¢ome together in the 
nerve centers, located in the brain, 
spinal cord and elsewhere. 

“These nerve centers control all the 
organs of the human body. When they 
are affected, the organs are uncon- 
trollabie, and inactive, which condi- 
tion we call paralysis.’’ 

Dr. Gib W. Carson, of the Century 
building, said: “I have had cases under 
my own observation where paralysis 
has been induced by cigarette smoking 
and inhalation and I have heard of 
many more. Cigarette smoking is very 
dangerous, and it is not only the preach- 
ers’ who will tell you so. The physi- 
clans know it. 


Will Cause Paralysis. 

Cigarette smoke, inhaled in the lungs 
and thus communicated to the entire 
system, produces nicotine poisoning, and 
this causes many ailments. Paralysis 
may easily be one. The poison affects 
the nerve centers, and it is possible for 
it to deaden them to such an extent 
that they are powerless. When the 
nerve center refuses to act, the organs 
are motionless, and ineffective, and this 
is paralysis.’’ 

Dr. 8. Klein, of 1921 North Grand ave- 
nue, said: 

“Paralysis from cigarettes is rather 
uncemmon, but not unreasonable. It is 
possible for cigarette smoking to cause 
almost any of the physical and mental 
ailments of mankind. This paralysis is 
easily explained. The inhaled smoke 
permeates the lungs and the entire sys- 
tem producing nicotine poisoning, and 
this in turn affects the nerve centers 
and causes them to fail in their duty, 
which produces what we call paralysis.” 

Many Nerves Affected. 

Dr. R. T. Ehrhardt, 301 Century build- 
ing, said: 

“I have heard many times of paralysis 
of the optic and auric nerves from cig- 


motor paralysis fram this cause. How- 
ever I can conceive how this might 


be possible, as in the case of the Phila- 


@elphia man. The inhalation of cigar- 
ette emoke takes the nicotine through- 
out the entire system and produced nic- 
otine poisoning, which acts on the nerve 
centers with deadening effect. They be- 
come powerless, and paralysis follows.” 

The case reported in "Philadelphia is 
that of Alval MacGreary, a real estate 
broker. In June, MacCreary was strick- 
en with acute paralysis, while smok- 
ing a cigarette at his home. The stroke 
seized him as he was in the act of 
inhaling a mouthful of smoke. 

Stricken As He Lay in Bed. 

MacCreary had been an _ habitual 
smoker of cigarettes for many years 
and was in the habit of smoking the 
first thing in the inorning. As usual, 
that morning, he arose and got a 
Cigarette and lighted it. Returning to 
bed, he lay down, and ten minutes 
later, when he tried to rise he had no 
control of his arms and legs. 

Medical examination showed that Mac- 
Creary was not. paralyzed in the or- 
dinary sense, and his mental faculties 
were perfectly clear, but he was un- 
able to move any muscle of his body. 
Minute’ investigation showed that a 
blood clot had formed at the base of 
the brain. 

An’ operation removed the blood clot, 
and proved successful. MacCreary is 
now said to be recovering.

On the other hand, says Dr. Ilgen, 
the Devil may solace himself with all 
the comforts of hell, which, consider- 
ing his industry on earth, he can 
rarely find time to visit. He may 
consume a portion of the summer, 
theorizes Dr. Ilgen, in delicious doz- 
ing on a bed of burning asphaltum, 
canopied by flames; while servile 
gnomes, armed with blazing fans, di- 
rect upon his face refreshing blasts 
from the Brimstone Lake. 

Or he might gratify his pride bv a 
reunion of all the devils, and fulfill 
the sublime vision of Milton, when 
millions of fiends, obeying the scepter 
of their King, soared upon the lurid 
air, or covered the flaming billows 
of the infernal sea and the scorching 
marl, as thick as autumn leaves. 

Devil in History. 

In addition, says Dr. Ilgen, there is 
Biblical as well as literary warrant 
for saying that the Devil may spend 
his vacation in—Heaven! According 
to Hebrew mythology, it was by no 
means uncommon for Satan to adven- 
ture into the realms of the blessed, 
and freely mingle, a sinister and scof- 
fing figure, with the shining ones 
about the Throne. On such occasions 
he usually escaped with a rebuke of 
good-natured contempt from the 
Lord, who sometimes condescended to 
give him an errand to execute on 
earth. 

The Satan of the Hebrews was far 
remote from the malignant enemy of 
mankind into which he evolved in the 
gloomy imagination of the Middle 
Ages.

S the greatest murder mystery of

Is there sufficient evidence to con- 
vince 12 unprejudiced jurors that Mrs.

Gunness is dead, and it must estab- 
lish this as a fact beyond doubt.

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HARLES SAVAGE, the most 
extraordinary of negro crooks, 
is now enduring confinement 

and the prospect of a long Peniten- 
tiary term with such cheerful com- 
placency that the Kansas City au- 
thorities believe he is buoyed up by 
a subtle resolution. 

He is accused cf stealing a mail 
pouch, containing a fortune of $50,- 
(00, from a car standing in the Kan- 
sas City Union Station. After a 
search of three months, the Postoffice 
inspectors confess, with unwilling ad- 
miration for the cunning of their 
prisoner, that they have little hope 
of ever recovering the money. Sav- 
age himself, with a mocking smile, 
Geclares he did not steal it and has 
ne idea where it is hidden. 

He has been observed reading in

Though subjected to 
stern and prolonged inquisitions, he 
maintained his coolness and good 
humor unruffled. 

He talked voluminously, but his 
captors, after leaving him and cast- 
ing up results, found to their surprise 
that he had really said nothing. He 
avoided all traps with the greatest 
security, and has not permitted him- 
self to be surprised out of a word 
which would give a clew to the al- 
lofted hiding place of his rich booty. 

On the night of June 10, a mail car 
in which clerks route tire numerous 
pouches of mail, stood on a spur 
near the Kansas City Union Sta- 
tion.

Two wees iater the stolen pouch 
was found in the woods at this spot,

After finding this treasure, 
he had disdained to open any other 
packages, and abandoned with con- 
tempt several thousands dollars’ 
worth of jewelry. 


Gave Away $20 Gold Pieces. 


By a strange trick of fate, Savage 
was arrested in Kansas City four 
hours after the: robbery, and while 
the inspectors were raising a hue and 
cry after the thief, he was coolly 
freeing himself in the Police Court 
of the charge of idling. 

A member of the police force sight- 
ed Savage strolling down the street, 
and observed with suspicion that he 
wore a $29 gold piece as a watch 
charm. This display of wealth 
seemed to the policeman to warrant 
an arrest, and Savage found himself 
held, as the stereotyped phrase is, 
“for investigation.” 

The $50,000 seemed to have been al- 
ready secreted, for only $257 was 
found in the negro’s effects. He ex- 
plained that he had sav i part of this 
from his “tips’’ as a Pullman porter, 
and won the rest “shooting, craps” 
with other porters. 

Held for Police Court on the charge 
of vagrancy, the negro sent for an at- 
torney to defend him. The latter said 
his fee would be $100, whether he 
cleared the client or failed. Savage 
objected. “I'll pay you $200 to save 
me from the Workhouse and nothing 
if you lose the case.” The lawyer 
agreed. 

Judge Kyle heard the case and dis- 








The negro, uneasy in the presence of 
his companions, started to clamber 
to the roof of the baggage car.

Soon after h‘s release he com- 
mitted a similar robbery at Seattié 
and served three years on McNeill’s 
Island. 

He was arrested in Kansas City 
just a year after his discharge. Bo*h 
of.these robberies were of small 
amounts, not enough to tempt aim to 
iry to secret them. 

The Chief United States Postoffice 
Inspector at Kansas City, W. J. Vick- 
ery, @8 800m as he was convinced that 
the missing mail bag had not been 
inisrouted, but stolen, took to the 
police his rogues’ gallery of mail 
pouch robbers, to learn whether any 
of them had been seen recently in 
Kansas City.

His description of the mys- 
terious negro perfectly fitted Savage, 
whom the youth has since identified 
in Jail.

Vickery was now certain of the 
icentity of the culprit.

He rode again in Pullman cars, but 
this time not as a porter. Only silk- 
en underwear would his skin endure. 
Fine hotels in New York, some of 
“hich do not draw. the color line, 
knew him as a proéfgy—a negro with 
a bank roll of real money. 


For seven weeks the heyday of his 
life continued undisturbed, and then. 
‘hough he knew a price was on his 
Lead, he allowed himself to be drawn 
back to Kansas City, the scene of the 
robbery, by his fondness for a dusky 
girl. He was arrested _ in her house 
the morning after he arrived. 

It is calculated that he spent $2000 
in the seven weeks he was at large 
He had $25 when arrested. 

(jInaccounted for there remains 
nearly $48,000. The most minute 
search of all the houses and places 
which Savage is known to or might 
have visited since -the robbery, has 
not revealed oe buried 
treasure. To all questions on the sub- 
ject he responds with his mocking 
smile, and quizzically remarks: “I 


don’t know anything about it.” 

Several women and men, his 
friends, have been arrested in differ- 
ent cities, but have convinced the 
authorities that they, too. were pre- 
vented by the suspicions of the negro 
from participating in his secret. All 
they knew was that whenever his 
money ran low he knew where to find 
pienty more. 

His baggage, consisting of several 
now trunks and a dozen suit cases, 
was seized and searched. Nothing 
was found, but several dozens of un- 
worn suits, a few silver toilet sets 
and some diamonds.

Other prisoners in the Jall com- 
plain that sometimes, in the dead of 
night, they are awakened by chuckles 
and guffaws of laughter proceeding 
from the negro’s cell. At such times, 
according to the inspectors, he is en- 
joying the big joke he intends play- 
ing on society five or six years hence. 

Gave a $50 Tip. 

When he was arraigned before John 
M. Nuckols, United States Comm's- 
sioner and charged with the crime, 
his bond was set at $6000. The negro 
preferred? confinement while awaiting 
trial to intrusting to any 
friend and jeopardizing his undivided 
possession of the fortune with which 
it is claimed he is planning to gild 
his way through life after serving 
his sentence, if one is imposed. 

When asked where he got the mon- 
ey to finanfce his recent splurge in the 
East, the negro replied, with a laugh, 
that he made it “shooting craps.” 

It was learned that Savage, on- once 
entering a Boston hotel, compelled a 
white porter to carry his multitudl- 
nous luggage. The sensation of hav- 
ing a white man working for him 
so affected the negro that he tipped 
the porter $50. 

On another occasion he tipped. 
bellboy $5 for preparing him a bath 
Many of his women friends reestved 
diamonds as gifts from nim. 

“After questioning Savage,” says 
Mr. Vickery, “and observing his wary 
evasions and adroit answers, I be-’ 
lieve that he is either one of the most 
remarkable negroes I ever saw, or 
that he had instructions from some 
crafty lawyer. It may be that in an- 
ticipation of arrest, he sought legal 
advice. He couldn't be trapped in 
any of his answers. 

“He will not admit the theft, and 
we have lost hope that he will tell us 
where the money is. If we prove un- 
able to find it ourselves, we shell 
have to wait several years until he 
finishes the term he will inevitably 
get, and then shadow him so closely 
that when he goes to dig it up we 
shall be right at his heels.” 


The Negro’s Ready Wit. 

From Savage's confident demeanor, 
he has no doubt as to the issue of this 
duel of the future. It would be his 
delight, the inspectors say, to deceive 
them with a multitude of false clews 
aud slip off with the money while 
they were digging for it some place 
far away. 

Savege is 33 years old and was 
born in Colorado. His mother still 
lives in Denver. He is nearly 6 feet 
tall and massively buiflt. He is de- 
scribed in the Bertillon catalogue as 
having three scars of knife wounds 
on his face, one across his nose and 
two on his forehead. For this rea- 
son, during the few hours he was in 
Kansas City, just before his arrest, © 
he wore a long-visored cap, with the 
brim pulled down over his eyes, 

He is not a full-blooded negro, as 
hie features and his light-brown color 
show. His face is strong and intelli- 
gent, and his readiness of wit im- 
preased itself upon his inqu'sitors, 
after they had tried in vain for hours 
to extract an admission from him or 
t> confuse him.

Putting the New Oklahoma Star on Old 


it to the Arsenal of the United 
States Government in Phila- 
delphia at the time when the national 
flag was being changed in conse- 
quence of Oklahoma being at last ad- 
mitted into the Union.
